ply. 
Run in quarantine division 
today is about like last Monday, 
3200 cattle and 1600 calves, m arket 
steady on good cattle and calves, 
weak to IO lower on medium to 
common grades.

O rod no. Russia, Ju n o 20.—Owing to 
th e refusal of the cen so r a t Bialyatock 
to p erm it free teleg rap h in g of the re­ 
sult of the Investigation of th^ m as­ 
sacre of Je w s the correspondent of the 
A ssociated Press cam e hero. T he antl- 
Jew ish rioting a t B ialystok has ended. 
Troops are in full control, and iq view 
of th e Indignation aroused it Is c e r­ 
tain th e authorities will not perm it th e 
h o rro rs to be repeated. 
This region is 
greatly excited, ow ing to th e fear th at 
the Bialystok m assacre is only the sig­ 
nal for a general a tta c k on the Jew s 
th ro u g h o u t Russia and Poland. 
But 
lf an y such conspiracy exists it Is too 
large to carry out the plans, as the 
m ost im perative o rd ers to prevent fur­ 
th er o u tb reak s have been issued to 
governors and governor generals from 
St. Petersburg. 
W hen the co rresp o n d en t arrived at 
Bialystok Sunday m o rning the w o r s t 1 
was already over, bu t on all sides th ere 
w as revolting evidence of the savage 
beastiality on the p a rt of blood d ru n k ­ 
en m obs which sack ed and burned 
Jew ish homes, shops and stores. 
F or 
seventy-two hours, with a slight a b a te - > 
m ent during 
the 
daytim e, 
m urder, 
blood and pillage w en t on unchecked. 
T he inhum anity displayed would have 
done credit to the Mongol hordes of 
Cenghls 
Khan in his conquests 
of 
China and central Asia in the Thir-i 
teenth century. 
At first police and troops had urged 1 
tho mobs. hut, dism ayed by the bloody j 
deeds accomplished, they reluctantly j 
sought to obey the o rd ers of th eir su- j 
periors and put an end to th e work of 
the rapacious bands of rougrs, who 
w ere so far beyond th e control of local 
forces th a t regim ent a fte r regim ent 
had to be throw n into th e city before 
order could be restored. 
During the rioting th e Jew s w ere 
hunted down by th eir ferocious p u r­ 
suers, who, in a m ajority 
of 
cases, 
w ere not content with killing their 
victims, but tore them to pieces like 
wild anim als. 
W hile this was in prog­ 
ress troops stood idly by, or, as was 
m ore frequently the < ase, fired Into 
houses w here Jew s w ere concealed u n ­ 
der pretext that they believed them to 
he revolutionists, but really to m ake 
way for m urderers 
and 
plunderers, 
who followed in the soldiers* wake. 
W hile it Is im possible to give the 
exact figures, the visits of tho corre­ 
spondent ti 
hospitals and cem eteries 
enables him to ap p ro x im ate the killed * 
a t IOO Jew s and tw enty C hristians and 
the wounded at 150 Je w s and seven 
C hristians. 
T h e question of th e origin of the 
m assacre is being carefully investi­ 
gated. 
Although m any of the Jew s de- j 
nied th a t a bomb w as throw n at the 
corpus Christi procession Thursday, 
the fact th at a bomb w as thrown is 
established beyond doubt. 
The ques­ 
tion w ho threw; the bom b rem ains un ; 
settled, however. 
A ccounts of im par 
tial w itnesses, how ever, dem onstrate 
th at insulting 
epithets 
enraged the 
Jew s, who attacked th e religious pro­ 
cession.

Instead of this, the revolutionists, un­ 
der the p retext of patriotism 
which 
really is false patriotism, ares Erving 
th e interests of the foreign enem ies of 
th eir country by transform ing Russia 
Into the pow der m agazine of Europe, 
This is not generally know n abroad, 
and it is especially reg rettab le with 
regard to the Americans, who always 
have been good friends of the Rus­ 
sians. 
T he ’wo countries should know 
each other b e tte r to their reeoprocal 
advantage. 
It is also know n that W itte is per 
Bonally favorable to the H ebrew s and 
their desires as contained in the mem 
o rand nm presented to him when at 
P ortsm outh by the com m ittee of prom ­ 
inent A m erican Jews, but he strongly 
condem ns the attitude which the Jew’B 
are assum ing in 
Russia 
in placing 
them selves at the head of the revo­ 
lutionary m ovem ent against the advice 
of their own enlightened leaders.
